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MAJOR PROGRAM REVISION 
ANNOUNCED BY KING - TV 


A major program re—alignment emphasizing entertainment, variety 
programing and the addition of a swing—shift film series will begin 
on KING Television March 28, according to Jack Pearey, program 
director. 

Pearey said that with the revision, Channel 5 viewers will see 
virtually all-new, fresh programing from the "Today Show" through the 
"Tonight Show." 

Highlights of the new look on KING include: 

1. The premiere of a swing—shift movie slated at 1 a.m. Tuesday 
through Sunday mornings and at 12:35 a.m. Monday morning, beginning 
Monday morning, March 28. 

"This new series has been planned in response to continued, fre¬ 
quent requests from members of the public in our increasingly indus¬ 
trial community," Pearey commented, 

2. The expansion of the "Mike Douglas Show" from 60 to 90 
minutes, with the nationally-syndicated series moving to a new time 
slot of 3:30 to 5 o'clock weekdays (from 2 : 30 - 3 : 30 ). 

3. Two NBC shows presently; pre-empted by Douglas — "Match Game" 
at 2:30 and "Let's Make a Deal" at 3 — will be televised weekdays 

on Channel 5» beginning March 28. 

U. The "Saturday Night Tonight Show" will be presented at 11:15 
o'clock Saturday nights, beginning April 2 on Channel 5* The program, 
known as the "Best of Johnny Carson," features selected segments of 
recent "Tonight" shows. 

5. Beginning May 15, the nationally-syndicated "Merv Griffin 
Show" will be offered at 11:00 o'clock Sunday evenings, replacing 
"Arrest and Trial," which will complete its run May 8. 

"This is the most exciting and important programing move in the 
18 years I've been with KING-TV," Lee Schulman, general manager, 
stated. "¥e have all but eliminated reruns between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. 
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and we are extending our broadcast day to serve the entertainment 
desires of the increasing number of persons who work a swing shift." 

Schulman added that the spiraling cost for high quality, first- 
run movies has made their purchase impractical. KING will continue 
to feature two major Hollywood movies from NBC each week. 

"KING-TV is going out of the feature-film business, insofar as 
new purchases are concerned at this time," Schulman said.
